
Brigadier General Dennis Wilkie is a native of Rutherford County, North Carolina.  
He was commissioned in the US Army Corps of Engineers at Texas A & M University.

In 1963, he joined a Civil Affairs unit in Dallas, Texas where he served as a Civil 
Affairs headquarters company commander and as a CA officer with the specialty in public 
works and utilities.  In 1967, he joined the 351st Civil Affairs Command in Mountain 
View, California where he served as chief of the public facilities division (public-works 
and utilities officer and public transportation officer), G3 and G4.

In his civilian career Brigadier General Wilkie has worked in engineering, sales and 
technical management in the electric power and waste management industries.  He 
worked for Texas Utilities, General Electric, Westinghouse and a Halliburton subsidiary.  
He is a certified Public Accountant and Registered Professional Engineer in Maryland.  

Brigadier General Wilkie has degrees in mechanical engineering from Rice University 
and Texas A&M University.  He has a MBA degree from Santa Clara University with an 
accounting emphasis.  He has a master’s in accounting and a master’s in taxation from the 
University of Baltimore.  He is an active member of his community.
